Several studies of interest to 
builders are being undertaker by the 
Hiousing and Home Finance Agency 
under the provwimion of the Housing 
Act of 1999 which wmcluded an appro 
priation for studies of the building in 
dustry to improve efficiency and to re 
duce costs 

It will he imteresting to see the final 
results of the cost study which the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency 
huas employ ed the Massachusetts Insti 
tute of Tex tomake HHFA’S 
Division of Howsng Research con 
that “some types of organiza 
thoms have demonstrated their ability 
to sell howses at lower prices, bat not 
enough known abwat the factors 
that produced the results The In 
stitute will therefore stucly the cost re 


duction advantages of different types

The study will analyze, among other 
factors (1) general organization pat 
tern: (2) size of supervisory staff 
relatron to the number of workmen: 
(3) metheads of ordering. scheduling 
amd! delivering materials; (4) degree 
of mechanization (5) methods of 
hnancing, and (6) sales organizatwon 
am! promotion. HH FA states that the 
results will serwe as a gunk for 
presemt organizations im analyzing the 
efficiency of their operations and me) 
cating the direction im which improve 
ments could be mack 

Another study, to be made by the 
University of Ilanois, will gather data 
on what familhes need in houses, as a 
for huidders in planning develop 
ments. HH F A contends that “we know 
that we are capable of producing 
dwellings that better meet the need 
of our present manner of living with 
no mecrease mm cost, but many builders 
are prevented from improving their 
houses because of a lack of knowledg: 
of what varrous families need and the 
lack of time for developing more con 
temporary plans.” 

The Georgia Institute of Tech 
nology will study “within the city 
demand for housing. This will be a 
study of land planning with relation 
to communrty facilites 


Harvard University will develop a 


accurate basis for Thea Eng aml 
analyermng the costs of municipal serv 
es and for evaluating the relative 
locatromal adwemtages of residential 
developments.

With production going well beyond a million units last year, four 
out of every five houses built were bought by families with incomes ranging 
from $2,000 to $5,000. The bulk of these houses went to families in the 
$3,000 to $4,880 bracket. The median income of home-buying families was 
$3,880

Thus, private builders have established another great record—one that 
compares well with any of our great industrial achievements in other fields 
Now, in a time of crisis, we have a tough job on our hands to hold these 
great gains. What ultimately happens will be determined by the course of 
the war and the extent of the controls that are put on our economy

All ‘¢-inch thick boards may be 
nailed directly. Other thicknesses may 
require drilling or punching of holes 
to receive nails. Manofacturers vary 
in their recommendations as to the 
maximum thicknesesrs that can be 
nailed directly. Nails are driven im 
straight, snug against the board bat 
are not sunk into the surfaces. Nail 
spacing recommendations vary some 
what with different makes of boards 
and manufacturers’ imstructions should 
be obtained on that point. The same 
applies to spacing of nails away from 
the exiges. Nails first are driven near 
the starting edges of the sheets, work- 
ing toward the opposite edges. 


Barbed Nails Recommended 

Barbed or ring shanked nails hiuv- 
ing sharp needle powts are recom- 
mended. They should be long enough 
to penetrate well into good, sound 
wood. For inconspicuous interior 
work, small countersunk head niuils 
may be used. For ordinary interior 
work, and for nailing against wood 
sheathing or studding, use a hot dipped 
galvanized asbestos shingle nail. Gal 
vanized lead- headed nails are employed 
for exterior work. Large headed nails 
should be used for ceiling work 

Any punch used for steel or metal 
work having a female dic and male 
punching bit will work with asbestos 
cement sheets provided the “hold 
down” is not tight. Cold of drift 
punches that do not taper at the end 
are satisfactory. Holes also can be 
drilled with standard twist bits mm hand 
or electrical drills. The holes are 
formed slightly larger (44,-inch) 
than the nail or screw to allow for ex 
pansion, except when using counter 
sunk fasteners, in which case the hole 
is countersunk slightly smaller than 
the head of the fastener to assure a 
neat, tight job 


Three Kinds of Joints 

Ashestos-cement sheets are used as 
an exterior covering with three kinds 
of joints: vertical hattened, horizontal 
lapped and butted vertical and hori 
zontal jormts 

When using the horizontal lap jor 
asphalt felt ts applied to the sheathing 
before cach individual sheet is applied 
The felt for upper courses should ower 
lap the asbestos sheet below by about 
an mech The asbestos sheets them. 
selves are then overlapped 1% to 3 
inches at the horizontal joits and are 
nailed. not through the lap, but im 
mediately abowe the top edge of the 
sheet 

Vertical battened joints may be 
made by wong two of three-inch

strips cut from asbestos cement sheets 
Waterproofing felt gaskets are placet 
umdier the batters. Battens on upper 
courses overlap the battens below 

For horizontal butted joints, metal 
flashing is used at the joint. The flash 
ing ( non-corrodible and non-staming 
extends up under the top sheet at least 
1% inches and down over the exterior 
of the sheet below for about 44-inch 
Backer strips are used behind the ver 
tical butted joints, extending over the 
interior lip of the flashing 

An alternate method to the me of 
asphah felt underlayments or hacker 
strips for exterior work is to apply 
asphalt plastic cement the eciges 
of sheets and under battens and be 
tween lapped joints 
putty or high grade caulking com 
pound should be used over exposed 
nail heads or in visible places. Either 
material must be applied in continuous 
strips—not dabs here and there. On 
lapped joints apply the plastic cement 
near the top of the under sheet 

In applying battens, the nails are 
driven through the batten and into the 
joints between the sheets—not through 
battens and both undersheets 


Co-ordinate Studding 


Studding to receive ashestos cement 
sheets should be on not more than 16 


Gray asbestos 


inch centers. All nails must penetrate 
into solid wood. If the framing or type 
of sheathing used does not provide 
such nailing bases, headers must be in 
stalled 

Sheets are not placed tightly to 
gether when installing since allowance 
must be made for expansion and con 
traction 

Ashestos-cement sheets on exteriors 
may be painted in the manner de 
sctibed under “Painting and Clean 
ing” in the section on ashestos-cement 
soting shingles 

For interior work, painting system» 
which are suitable for application over 
plaster walls are satisfactory for paint 
ing ashestos-cernent sheets. These sys 
tems call for a special primer. followed 


a flat. semi-gloss or gloss fir

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REVISED design of first prize home in American Builder competition among women students of architecture 


Prize Home Modern and Easy to Build 


HIS MODIFIED modern house was designed by Eliza- 

beth Graham Bell, architectural student at Carnegie In- 
stitute of Technology. It was awarded first place in the 
competition among women architectural students in the 
contest sponsored jointly by American Buidder and National 
Association of Home Builders in February 1950 

Victor Civkin, A.1.A., collaborating with Miss Bell. made 
some minor changes in the fenestration and kitchen layout, 
and produced full working drawings. Complete details of 
the revised kitchen layout were presented in the July issue 
of American Budder 

Despite the low roof line of the house, an appearance of 
squatness is dispelled by the ase of random width vertical 
siding. A continuous line of windows along the front eleva- 
tion, which might have been monotonous, has been separated 
into three batteries of three, two and three sash, respec 
tively, with weatherproof plywood between the batteries 
Roof projection over and beyond the monitor sash above 
the living room is four feet. This minimizes the time that

A particularly desirable feature of the ‘ayout is the loca- 
tion and size of the utility room, and the spacious storage 
cabinet for garden tools and miscellaneous items 

The treatment of the approximately square kitchen is 
especially interesting. The working section of the kitchen is 
actually a well proportioned L. This was accomplished 
efficiently and economically with the use of a 210-degree 
circular arc breakfast settee and circular table in the far 
corner. Note the efficient use of space for a convenient 
broom closet 

The plate glass wall on the side of the dining room, with 
the living room glass wall, provides excellent opportunity 
for beautiful views with effective landscaping. 

Note that while the plan calls for three bedrooms of 
moxterate size, chambers one and two or one and three could 
be easily combined to provide one large master bedroom 
and a small second room. With this suggested layout, res- 
toration to three bedrooms could be done at any time, and 
at small cost. Location of the heating plant at the approxi- 
mate center of the house provides desirable economies.
